The invention relates to a fumigation system that allows for the controlled injection of 
gaseous fuels into the intake air of a diesel engine. Injection of such gaseous fiiels allows the diesel 
engine to more completely combust fuels and thereby achieve enhanced fuel economy as well as 
lower engine emissions. In the latter regard, it will be noted that oxides of nitrogen (NOx) emissions 
and particulate emissions from diesel engines are often several times that of comparably sized 
gasoline engines. The present invention allows for reducing NOx and particulate emissions from
